FCC DECIDES ON $35 FEE FOR RADIO APPLICATIONS 


The FCC has agreed with ARRL and other commenters that its proposed $50 fee for 
certain amateur radio applications was “too high to account for the minimal staff 
involvement in these applications.” In a Report and Order (R&O), released on December 
29, the FCC scaled back to $35 the fee for a new license application, a special temporary 
authority (STA) request, a rule waiver request, a license renewal application, and a vanity 
call sign application. All fees are per application. There will be no fee for administrative 
updates, such as a change of mailing or email address.

Q65 PROTOCOL INTRODUCED IN WSJT-X 2.4.0 


WSSJT-X version 2.4.0 has introduced a new digital protocol called Q65, which is 
designed for “minimal two-way QSOs over especially difficult propagation paths,” the 
Quick Start Guide says. 


“On paths with Doppler spread more than a few hertz, the weak-signal performance of 
Q65 is the best among all WSJT-X modes. Q65 is particularly effective for tropospheric 
scatter, ionospheric scatter, and EME on VHF and higher bands, as well as other types of 
fast-fading signals.”
